Professor Morrow, a prominent geolo 
gist, in going over this territory, claim 
ed that the geological anticline extend 
ed from San Dimas to the land now 
covered by the Masonic Home, and from 
there is a southwesterly direction' to 
what is now the famous Montebello oi 
fields.

Shortly after 8 o'clock on Sunday ev- 


ening fire totally destroyed a large ce- 
ment shed at the Baldwin Park lumber 
yard, threatening for a time the destruc- 
tion .of _ the entire yard. A Ford truck 
belonging to the lumber company and 
stored in the shed, was also destroyed. 
The total loss is estimated at $1500, 
which was fully covered by insurance. 
Tto,e origin of the fire is unknown. 


The fire was discovered by Geo. Frai- 


jo, a Mexican living adjacent to the 
yard. Messrs. Viney and Milliken, own- 
ers of the yard, state that the dry grass 
and weeds surrounding the building had 
been cleared away on the previous day, 
adding to the mystery of the origin of 
the«blaze. An appeal was made to Co- 
vina for its fire department, but on ac- 
count of previous criticism at allowing 
the engine to leave the city limits, the 
request was refused by Mayor Over- 
holtzer. The lumber yard is a branch 
of the Covina yards.

call them. Mr, Berry, in support of

statement that he had, unknown to Mr.

iy scientific test verified the prediction. 
f oil made by that gentleman. 
In 1921 Mr. Ball made an exhaustive 
earch for oil indications northi of Char- 
er Oak at the request of Mr. Bear and 
drs. Jose, and found what he consider- 
ed splendid indications of its presence. 


Mrs. Jose, while not underrating the 


efficacy-of the "divining rod, "method, 
urgently advised against its use unless 
confirmed by a scientific test. The 
source of oil, said Mrs. Jose, is ascrib- 
ed to decayed animal and vegetable 
matter subjected to/great heat and pres- 
sure occasioned by the convulsion of 
the earth's surface in bygone ages, and 
although surface indications may point 
to the presence of oil at one time, still 
they give no assurance of its being 
there now, for volcanic disturbance may 
have dissipated the oil into gas and the 
gas thrown off by the same volcanic 
action until all that is now left is a 
hard, dry asphaltum residue. In addi- 
tion to the general surface formation, 
the,modern geologist is guided in his 
investigations by what are known as 
gravity, magnetic, electric, and capil- 
lary attraction. 


Old Mexico is credited with being the 


greatest oil-producing country in the 
world, with) a record gusher flowing 
200,000 barrels a day. A close second 
is the state of California. 


In the explanation of his chart, Mr. 


Ball gave some valuable information 
relative to the now famous oil fields— 
Montebello, Santa Fe Springs and Hunt- 
ington Beach. With the development of 
new territory, new conditions and geo- 
logical peculiarities are encountered. 
One case in particular is that of the 
Union-Shell Livingstone well on the 
Huff lease at Huntington Beach, where 
a new oil sand over six hundred feet in 
thickness has been discovered, giving a 
positive assurance of an unusually long- 
lived well.

H. A. Miller/gave< some .of his bxper- 


iences in the oil fields. He felt confident 
that he was standing on oil in Charter 
Oak and believed it could be found with 
the "crooked stick," and Mr. Kinehart 
confidently stated that he had more 
confidence in the stick than in geology. 


During the discussion the name„ of 


Glenn Johnson, a sixteen-year-old Char- 
ter Oak boy, was brought in as having 
made some remarkable demonstrations 
with the "divining rod," and on mo- 
tion made by C. P. Colver and seconded 
by H. A. Miller, a committee consisting 
of Messrs. Colver, Collins, Hurd, Hay, 
and Paige was selected to check up on 
the results of Johnson's investigations 
and report next Monday evening, June 
19th.

Prohibition As An Economic Issue 


i 


The views of hundreds of manufacturers, bankers, lawyers, 


physicians and educators as to the vital relation of prohibition 
as an economic factor in the welfare of the country as well as 
the moral issue involved, has been strikingly presented in an 
84-page book entitled '.'The Prohibition Question Viewed .From 
an Economic and Moral Standpoint," which has been issued by 
the Manufacturers' Record. 


> 


When the questionnaire was sent out, from which the book was 


compiled, it was the idea that there might be received letters 
enough to fill a 30-page supplement to the Manufacturers' Record, 
but the letters crowded in so rapidly that instead of a prohibition 
supplement, it became necessary to print these letters in a special 
edition of 84 pages, of which if printed in the usual form and 
size of book pages they would make a volume of 250 or 300 
pages. 


This symposium is attracting world attention already and will 


undoubtedly become the basis for legislation in many other 
countries, as well as in the United States, for it shows in the 
views of great leaders in America what has already been ac- 
complished and what should be done to enforce prohibition. 


In it, Edwlard L. Thomas, president of the Thomas Grate Bar 


Company of Birmingham, says with a great deal of truth and 
force that "It makes no difference how distorted one's mind is, 
what we see speaks so loud that we cannot hear what the advo- 
cates of liquor say. The workmen are buying automobiles, 
homes, good clothes, substantial food; are enjoying life, are 
better citizens, better husbands, better fathers than under the 
wet regime."

They know 
that debts are more promptly paid, that men take home the 
wages that once "were wasted in saloons; that families are better 
clothed and fed, and more money-finds its way inito the savings 
bank. The liquor traffic.-was destructive of much that was most 
precious in American lifeV-:In the face of so much evidence on 
that point, what conscientious man would want to let his own 
selfish desires influence him to vote it back 1 In another gen- 
eration I believe that liquor will have disappeared not merely 
from our politics, but frotoi bur memories." 


Advertising Is a Public Benefit 


Government figures proV,e beyond dispute that business revival, 


in the east and middle-vjjst, is marked—but by business revival 
fs meant manufacturing and production. 
Retail trade has not yet 


caught up. Close analysis of this situation discloses that the 
retailers have lagged because they' have failed to put into the 
minds of the people a feeling of confidence that prices have 
reached the bottom and that better times are at hand. It is 
amazing how few retail merchants in the smaller towns realize 
the value of educational advertising. 
They are close to the pic- 


ture and fail tn see its perspective. They look for the imme- 
diate dollar and in grasping at the shadow they miss the sub- 
stance. The value of advertising is cumulative. Indeed, that is 
its great worth. Eastman has actually advertised the word 
camera out of the dictionary and advertised the trademarked 
name Kodak into the dictionary. 


The day of misleading advertising has passed. The public has 


come to see advertising in the light of news, and it is news. 
The merchant who advertises tells his story frankly to the public, 
knnwing that he will be checked up and courting investigation of 
his statements and prices. It is the merchant who is afraid to 
tell the story over his signature that the public regards with 
doubt, and properly so. 


The boom in retail trade awaits only a little thought on the part 


of the merchant, plus the fundamental knowledge that advertis- 
ing is an investment and not an expense and a duty owed to the 
public whose support is sought. The whole businiess structure 
of the nation depends on advertising. Increased business means 
greater production, lower first cost, a larger turnover, increased 
buying, and consequently provides a saving to the buying public. 
The public should support merchants who advertise because 
they are the constructive force that helps to hold costs down. 


Own Your Own Home 


All over the country home building activity is very pronounced. 


This is about the best sign there is. Various forms of com- 
munity houses are doubtless a necessity and are being provided, 
but the independent .family home is the ideal. 


Home are built not for profit, but for comfort. Should you 


ever wish to sell you may make or lose money. It depends 
largely on the size of the'lot. The land is fairly sure to appre- 
ciate in value. Depreciation of the house is inevitable. But it 
does not greatly matter. We do not wish to commercialize our 
homes. They promote comfort. They increase liberty. They 
create self-respect. They stabilize character, says the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. 


Especially is it desirable that manual workers own their homes. 


The personal results and social effects are the same to them as to 
others. There is the added advantage that when work is scarce 
they are invariably preferred by employers, because the poss-es- 
gion of a home is evidence of character and probable permanence, 
and employers do hate continual turnover of workers. 


Every western state should encourage the horoebuilding move- 


ment, as it means development of our great payroll industries 
such as lumbering,, mining and transportation.

Citrus Belt Bankers 


Discuss Sample Bill 


Presided over by J. B. Stair of the 


First National bank of Azusa,1 thirty 
bankers of the e'ast end of the county 
gathered at Puente last Saturday night 
under the, auspices of the Citrus Belt 
Bankers' Association, and enjoyed one 
of their monthly dinners and get-togeth- 
er meetings. 


Bankers were present from Azusa, 


Glendora, Covina, -Puente, Pomona, San 
Dimas, Baldwin Park, La Verne and 
other localities in the east end of the 
county. The dinner was served by the 
ladies of Puente in the Community 
church. 


Reports were given by Cashier J. D. 


Coles of Covina and others on the an- 
nual session of the California Bankers' 
Association at Del Monte, and a dis- 
cussion was held on the so-called Sam- 
ple bill, or Senate bill 21, passed by 
the last legislature and signed by the 
governor, which has been held up on a 
referundum. The measure is now a sta- 
tute, but owing to objection to it by 
trust companies and some banks, it has 
been referred to a vote of the people 
and will appear on the ballot next No- 
vember. 


Marshall Stimson, well known lawyer 


of Los Angeles, and A. L. Lathrop, 
trust officer of the Union Bank & Trust 
Company, debated the bill, Mr. Stimson 
taking the stand that the act should be 
approved by the people, and Mr. Lath- 
rop that it should be defeated. Lawyers 
favor the bill because it is ainjed to 
keep shysters and disbarred attorneys 
from practicing law, as well as prohibit- 
ing trust companies from drawing wills 
and other declarations of trust,' Certain 
trust companies oppose the act because 
they believe it to be an unne<^ssary re- 
striction of their business./ Tfie mea- 
sure was discussed informally without 
any decision being taken by the bank- 
ers.

Orchard Heaters In 


Tests Made at Upland 
Demonstrations in orchard heating 


were made on Saturday night at Up-, 
lands and Monday night in the walnut 
district. The Vance orchard heater, with 
carbon briquets as fuel, was used and 
the tests applied to the .heater were 
found to be entirely satisfactory, it is 
stated. It was ascertained that the 
briquets can be burned in an open grate 
or on the ground in such a manner that 
only an ordinary simple heater is nec- 
essary. 


Citrus growers and orchardists from 


surrounding towns were interested in 
the tests made. Thousands of acres 
that were not protected during the last 
severe frost are to be equipped with 
orchard heaters this year. The fact that 
the United States department of agri- 
culture is making an investigation of 
the methods to be used in attempting to 
prevent frost damage this year has 
aroused keen interest on the part of 
the growers of Southern California.
